Whs  is  the  1812  quarter  known  only  in  Proof 
condition?  What  is  one  worth? 

The  known  specimens  of  the  1842  small  date 
quarter  are  from  original  Proof  sets  of  the  year, 
originally  containing  the  half  cent,  large  cent, 
half  dime,  dime,  quarter,  half  dollar  and  silver 
dollar.  Evidently  the  die  used  for  striking  Proofs 
was  punched  with  smaller  numerals,  perhaps 
those  intended  for  use  on  dime  or  half  dime 
dies.  This  die  was  then  used  exclusively  for  the 
coinage  of  Proofs  and  never  was  utilized  for 
striking  circulation  coinage. 

We  have  never  owned  an  1842  small  date 
quarter  and  doubt  if  more  than  a  half  dozen 
exist,  if  that  many.  Its  value  woidd  he  hard  to 
determine  as  it  is  not  a  distinct  date  or  mint- 
mark.  hut  onlv  a  die  variety.  A  year  or  so  ago 
we  unsuccessfully  advertised  to  pay  SI  500  for  a 
specimen.  Perhaps  this  is  an  indication  of  its 
value  and  rarity. 

★  ★  ★ 

I  have  an  1866  nickel  with  extensive  die 
breaks  on  the  obverse.  Is  this  unusual?  Do 
coins  with  die  breaks  command  a  special  pre¬ 
mium? 

Die  breaks  on  the  earlv  shield  nickels  are 
common  and  are  a  result  of  the  mint's  inexperi¬ 
ence  with  the  coinage  of  nickel  metal.  The 
relatively  large  surface  area  of  the  shield  nickel 
dies  combined  with  the  unfamiliar  hardness  of 
the  nickel  comoosition  metal  (first  introduced 
a  year  earlier  for  nickel  three-cent  piece  coin¬ 
age'  caused  the  dies  to  crack  frequently  and 
to  wear  quickly.  As  a  result,  sharp  well-struck 
shield  nickels  without  die  breaks  of  the  1866- 
1860  era  are  scarce  Worn  dies  were  frequently 
recut  to  increase  their  useful  life.  A  handful  of 
shield  nickels  examined  with  a  magnifying  glass 
will  reveal  many  interesting  date  and  lettering 
recuttings. 

Coins  with  die  breaks  usually  do  not  com¬ 
mand  a  premium  unless  they  are  of  recent 
dates  Pronounced  die  breaks  on  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  U.  S.  coins  are  seldom  seen  due  to  im¬ 
proved  mint  striking  methods  and  harder  alloys 
used  in  die  making.

What  is  votir  opinion  of  the  current  coin 
market?  \fler  investing  in  several  dozen  rolls 
of  1058  nickels  I  was  disappointed  to  see  them 
drop  in  price. 

One  of  the  unfortunate  things  characterizing 


lars  (the  commemorative  market  crashed  in 
the  summer  of  1939  .  .  .  today,  some  issues  still 
have  not  exceeded  their  1040  highs  :  in  1948- 
1950  it  was  gold  coins:  in  1955-1957  it  was 
Proof  sets  (after  the  crash  we  remember  being 
offered  1957  Proof  sets  for  $1.50  per  set  and 
in  1050-1960  it  was  rolls.  The  mass  switching 
of  investors  from  one  fad  to  another  always 
leaves  the  late  comers  stranded  high  and  dry. 

The  roll  market  has  weakened  because  it  was 
not  logically  strong  in  the  first  place.  By  what 
stretch  of  a  rational  imagination  can  a  coin  not 
set  a  sear  old  with  millions  of  pieces  struck  he 
worth  $20,000  per  sack?  The  unfortunate  thing 
about  tin-  recent  dip  in  roll  prices  is  that  most 
of  the  losers  were  people  who  had  just  started 
coin  collecting.  Roll  collectors  and  investors  per¬ 
form  one  outstanding  function  .  .  .  coins  of  the 
past  few  years  will  remain  common  for  years 
to  come  at  least  in  Uncirculated  condition. 

The  coin  market  with  respect  to  issues  before 
1950  has  never  been  healthier.  As  an  example, 
when  we  recently  advertised  a  C  onfederate  ru¬ 
stlike  half  dollar  for  $397.50  we  received  nearly 
three  dozen  orders.  Purchasers  of  rare  United 
Stales  coins  and  sets  have  traditionally  enjoyed 
the  satisfaction  of  owning  investments  that  are 
interesting  and  historically  significant  at  the 
same  time.  As  more  and  more  people  become 
coin  collectors  the  demand  for  truly  scarce  and 
rare  coins  steadily  increases,  as  does  the  price. 
We  see  no  reason  win  this  trend,  favorable  to 
dealers  and  collectors  alike,  will  not  continue.

We  offer  below  a  selection  of  the  major  tran¬ 
sitional  small  cents  including  the  1856  Flying 
Eagle  cent,  the  1858  Indian  cent  and  the  1863-L 
Indian  cent.  Transitional  coins  were  originally 
struck  as  patterns.  It  subsequently  developed 
that  the  type  was  adopted  in  the  next  year  for 
circulation,  thus  giving  them  an  extreme  sig¬ 
nificance.  Some  have  found  their  way  into  the 
popular  reference  books. 

As  all  transitional  coins  are  scarce,  the  ones 
that  have  been  listed  have  become  high-priced 
and  almost  unobtainable  due  to  demand.  Tran¬ 
sitional  pattern  coins  listed  in  major  references 
include:  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent ;  1859  and  1860 
half  dime  transitionals;  1859  transitional  dime. 
There  are  a  number  of  other  transitional  coins 
just  as  deserving,  if  not  more  so,  of  listing  than 
some  of  the  above  mentioned  coins.  It  is  in  these 
unlisted  transitional  coins  that  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  investment  potentials  in  the  coin  market  to¬ 
day  lies.  As  an  example,  when  the  1859  rev. 
'60  Indian  cent  was  listed  in  the  1957  edition  of 
Raymond’s  "Standard  Catalogue  of  United 

States  Coins”  and  priced  at  $50  Unc.  we  re¬ 
member  the  demand  for  this  coin  increased 
fourfold.  Before  the  listing,  $15  to  $25  was  a 
common  price  (we  have  long  specialized  in 
transitional  coins  and  have  followed  prices 

closely).  After  listing  we  watched  as  the  price 
went  to  $50.  $75,  $100  and  on  to  the  present 

price  of  $150.00.  And  we  think  it  has  just 

started  to  climb  in  price. 

Listing  of  the  unrecognized  transitionals  in 
major  references  would  not  lead  to  profiteering 
on  the  part  of  a  select  few  dealers  (we  have 
one  of  the  largest,  if  not  the  largest,  inventory 
of  transitional  coins  in  dealers’  hands  and  we  do 
not  have  over  ten  pieces  of  any  given  one;  in 
fact,  we  only  have  one  or  two  specimens  of  most 
transitionals  i .  Rather,  the  listing  would  increase 
collector  interest  and  the  general  public  fund 
of  knowledge.  True,  those  who  have  transition¬ 
als  will  profit,  but  no  one  to  any  great  extent 
as  the  supply  is  well  dispersed.  Seeing  rolls  of 
cents  not  even  a  year  old  increase  in  value 
50,00(Kf  and  then  recede  in  price  leaving  many 
disillusioned  collectors  (the  shame  is.  that  most 
are  just  starting  to  collect  coins  or  have  only 
been  doing  so  for  a  short  while.  What  a  rigor¬ 
ous  first  lesson  in  numismatics!)  is  what  we  call 
profiteering:  not  intelligent  investment  in  classi¬ 
cal  old  American  coins  that  are  legitimatelv  rare 
(the  most  “common”  transitional  coin  is  the 
1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  with  c.1500  pieces 
known) . 

With  these  few  thoughts  expressed,  we  offer 
what  we  consider  to  be  coins  worths  of  con¬ 
sideration  for  both  collection  and  investment. 
“Consistency,  thou  art  a  jewel.”  said  Shake¬ 
speare  or  someone.  If  the  popular  standard 
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references  become  consistent  and  list  all  tran¬ 
sitional  instead  of  a  random  few,  your  invest¬ 
ment  reward  will  be  great.  If  they  are  not 
listed,  you  will  achieve  one  of  the  basic  pur¬ 
poses  of  numismatics  .  .  .  pride  of  owning  a 
coin  unusual  and  rare,  and  a  gradual  appreci¬ 
ation  of  value  as  time  goes  by.

If  you  were  to  ask  us  what  series  has  had 
the  greatest  increase  in  collector  interest  in 
the  past  year  we  would  name  the  pattern  series. 
For  years  the  pattern  coins  of  the  United 
States  suffered  from  lack  of  a  readily  avail¬ 
able  reference  book.
